Work is progressing nicely at the Imperial Oil Go,'a, 


well north of Fabyan. Last week the big rotary rig was 

shut down while the third boiler was being put in place 

and connected up to the main steam line, with the 
two boilers. that had been used up till then. The cold 

weather appears to have no effect on the pipe line and 

ample gas is being delivered at the well to keep all the 
buildings heated as well as the three boilers. The 15-inch 
easing has been set and the drillers are making good time 
on the ten inch hole.

To get first-hand knowledge of 
the Ric! Rebellion- and the results 
which followed its suppression, a 
party of French journalists ‘and 

eir wives arrived at Quebec in 
July, 1886. They were the first 
_ French journalists to visit Caras 
after Confederation. 

After spending a few days in the 
historic city they went to Montreal 
where they were entertained by 
many French-Canadian Bocieties. 

Leaving Montreal they travelled 
over the Canadian Pacific Railway 
lines to-Qu'Appelle, Saskatchewan, 
where the. women of the party re 
mained while the journalists’ jour 


neyed to the scenes of the battles 
during the Riel Rebellion. They 
visited Batoche, Cut-Knife- Hill.

They travelled by methods of trans-

-Poundmaker’ surrendered to. Col- 
onel Middleton on: May 25, 1885, 14 
days afler the »battle of Batoche. 


The Indian leader was sentenced to 


serve three years in Stony Mountain 
Penitentiary. 
including Riel were hanged. When 
Poundmaker was sentenced to prison, 
ne said he would rather be hazed 
than go to “that place in Manitoba.” 
He died before his sentence expired. 
The French journalists had the 
only photograph taken,of them in 
Canada, during ‘their visit to Stony 
Mountain Penitentiary. Poundmaker 
was brought from his cell and-posed 
in the middle of the group. Colone. 
Samuel Lawrence Bedson, warden of 
the penitentiary, stood behind Pound- 
maker, holding the chain which was 
attached. to’ Poundmaker’s wrist. 
Poundmaker was one of the most 
noted and interesting prisoners ever 
imprisoned at the penitentiary. Re 
was: the only prisoner who was al- 
| !owed to wear his hair long while 
serving . sentence.

William F. Luxton, editor of the 
Manitoba Free Press, end thes dan 
of newspaperdunr in the West.

Free Press was.established in 1872, 
and-it had *grown to be a political 
power in Canada. It championéd 
the cause of the Liberal’ party. 

The Nor’ Wester, which was the 
‘ioneer newspaper of the West, car- 
ried the only news the settlers read 
in the earlier days. Tt flourished for 


several years, and “died” shortly 
after the suppression of the Rie!
